said tiiat thfi most pressing need this time is for more adequate apace* A need for 
at least three times as much space as is now available wee cited* $ seating 
capacity for at least one hundred fifty persons is needed. Hooa should be 
provided for at least 2M*000 bocks* Plans, she pointed out * should be iade by the 
Hoard to begin to think in terma of a new building.. She said that an adequate 
library is one factor in attracting new industry to a community* She noted that 
ueveral Georgia communities have built new building within the |&*t several

Meeting was called to order by Chairman Wilson. 

Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved, 

A copy of the 1964 budget was die tri bated and discussed. The 

Director reported that the library is now receiving $5»0C0 per year 
from funds alio tad by the Library Services Afet, This amount comes to 
the library by way of the State Department of Education. She reported 
that a bill, the Library Services and Construction Act, was new before 
Congress. It has already passed the Senate and should, reach the House 
soon. The bill, if passed, would allow some funds for construction. She 
pointed out that this could help the Regional Library secure a new build- 
ing, Discussion of a new building was held. The Chairman reported that 
the County now has c any needs, such as bridge construction, rood const ru- 
ction, etc., facing it and that a bond election is imminent. It is the 
feeling 0 f the Commies loners ( he reported, that the inclusion of a new- 
lib rary building in the bond election would have popular appeal and would 
help it to pass. The plies of the library in Urban Renc^l was discussed. 

It was pointed out that the present location of the building is excellent 
as a segment of Athens 1 population is reached at the present sits who 
night not otherwise be served If the building were at a more distant 
location from down- town. 

The Chairman sail that in making lopg range plans for a new building, 
the Dunbar Branch Library should be included in with the an in library. 

He noted the expansive operation of this library in comparison with Its 
use by the negro citizens , 

It was moved by Hr, Milner that the budget bo adopted as presented. 
Motion seconded by Mr. Wier, Motion carried. 

Mr, Vi or moved that a Christmas supplement be given to the members of 
the staff and that the Chairman and the Director determine* the amount to 
be given to each staff jiomber. Hiss Bocock seconded the -notion. Motion 
carried, (It was noted that the supplement would range from IJ.CQ to 
$ 23.00 per person. 

The policy of the Chairman's countersigning tho library checks 
was discussed. It was pointed out that this seemed to be unnecessary 
and should be discontinued. It was -Doved that any officer of the Board, 
(Chairman, 7ice-Cha firman. or Treasurer) should be empowered to sign checks 
and that only one signature should be necessary. Motion seconded and 
passed. 



It was pointed out that terms of three members of the Board are due 



to expire on January 7*196^. These members are , Richard ^looiworth, 
Troutmn Wilson and Thomas 3, Milner, Jr, Those members vers re o ornate ailed 
for re -appointment < a letter la to be wit tan to the Mayor and City 
Connell asking that they be re-appointed for a term of fire years. The 
Chairman appointed a committee of Mrs. Neighbors, chairman, Mrs, J jutes 
and Mr. Bloodworth to recommend additional persons to be added to the 
Board, The committee should bring the names to the Board for approval be- 
for submitting them to the appointing authorities.
